The quote is from an old Span¬ 
ish romance, The Exploits of Es- 
plandian (1510) and is the first 
published mention of the word 
“California.”

California is not a song any 
more, but a golden state where 
daily arrivals and departures are 
commonplace — and to it Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter came on Nov.

A Visalia man recently listed 
in Who’s Who in America” was 
killed when his motorcycle and a 
car collided at Highway 198 and 
Road 86 three miles west of Visa¬ 
lia. Jerry Chavez, 30, of 4327 W. 
School St., a doctorate student at 
Stanford University, was dead on 
arrival at Kaweah Delta Hospital. 

Visalia police said the accident 
occurred when Chavez westbound 
cycle and a southbound vehicle 
colleded. The driver of the car 
was treated at Kaweah Delta Hos¬ 
pital and released, police said. 

Chavez, a native Visalia who 
served in the U.S. Air Force in 
Vietnam and Germany, was one 
of a handful of persons in the 
United States to win an anthro¬ 
pology fellowship to Stanford 
University. 

Jerry Chavez entered Stanford 
University in the fall of 1974 to 
work toward a doctorate in cul¬ 
tural anthropology. He was one 
of six person, in the U.S. to win 
an anthropology fellowship there, 
his doctoral studies would have 
focused on the nomadic Turkana 
tribe of northern Kenya, with 
vhom he had planned to live for 


a year. 

He had hoped to become an 
authority on the Turkana tribe of 
Northern Kenya with whom he 
lived for more than a month in 
1975, Chavez said he intended to 
live with the nomadic tribe for a 
yearn and learn how they and 
other nomadic tribes live. 

Following his military service, 
Chavez graduated from College of 
the Sequoias. He traveled exten¬ 
sively throughout the world. 
Chavez did some archeological 
work in Israel. A 1978 June 
graduate of the University of 
California at Santa Cruz, he was 
currently working a doctorate de¬ 
gree at Stanford. 

He is survived by his father, 
Steve Chavez of San Jose, mother 
and stepfather, Virginia and Rue- 
ben Martinez of Visalia, grand¬ 
parents, Fred and Mary Rogers of 
Sacramento, two brothers, Mark 
Martinez and Michael Moreno, 
both of Visalia, four sisters, 
Stephanie Gilmer of Oak Run, 
Laura Kuns of Pomona, Gloria 
Arrasmith of Placerville and 
Lynn Martinez of Pomona. 

He was buried in Visalia, Ca. D
